KING EDWARD’S LUCK ON THE TURF. 



King Edward’s horses are not doing well so far 
this .season. The cable fakirs are building on tills 
fact stories aliout his dissatisfaction ■with the turf. 
Bad turf luck is not a stranger to King Edward. 
Yet be lias had his .sdiare of the prizes, and no 
Inier s|Hirtsmau ever lived tliaii England’s king. 

Protialily no owner ever had such a persistent run 
of bad luck as ids majesty during the early years 
of liis racing career. At liis first mwlcst appearance 
on a race course, thirty-seven years ago, his horse 
Ulianipion had the misfortune to fall early In the 
race, and although he made a game effort to recover 
lost ground he could only finish second. 

Six .vears later — at his second appearance — at (lie 
Newmarket July meeting, his horse Alep was badly 
beaten h.v Ii<ird Stratlinairn’s Avowal, and it was not 
until JKKO that Leonidas II., ridden by Captain 
Went worth Ho|)e-Johnstone, scored his first victory 
in tlie .Mdershot Cup. 

Six years more elapsed, making fifteen years hi 
all from his racing debut, before the royal colors 
were carried to victory for the first time In fiat 
racing, when, amid a scene of great enthusiasm. 
Counterpane, ridden by Archer, won a maiden plate 
at Saudown. 

FLYING SQUADRON’S HAM AND EGGS, 

On the eve of the Epsom Derby a wag sent the 
following epistle to the Sportsman, kidding the i 
patent-feed ridlculoslty : 

"Now that we are hearing so much about the 
Derby candidate. Azote, being trained on dry milk. I 
wonder whether any of your readers ■will rememlier 
the name of Flying Squadron, a eolt which had 
been entered for the Derby of his year (alaiut 
twenty-five years ago), and, I think, actually ran 
(nowliere), and afterwards passed Into the posses- 
sion of a Mr. Ellis, a retired solicitor, who him- 
self trained him at Epsom on ham and eggs (at 
any rale. It was so currently reiiorted at the time), 
and, marvelous to relate, he ran (Flying Squadron, 
not the solicitor) In a .sellintg race at Croydon, 
ridden by a Jockey who nobody ever heard of lie- 
fore or since, and won, starting, of course, at about 
20 to 1. ■*
